2) Arti- 
sanlike, | disrupt, excavate (tear, burn, fold-out, crush) 
the technological surfaceness of tv-photo, open up a mi- 
nuscule (in relief) space where tv-beings frozen in the 
electronic illusion of space can twitch, gesture, ex/press 
themselves. 3) In the fresh hole, blank thus produced, 
I inscribe their ambiguous gestures in the « other » fiction 
of verbal language; text disp/aces image. 4) Reversing 
the above process, | punctuate this text with a further 
« microvisual » reading, introducing an image of the main 
fictive personage in this self-reflective fiction.
